RELIGIOUS NOTES. 

Yesterday was one of the most de- 
lightful of autumnal days, and as such 
called forth large numbers, many of 
whom wended their way to the various 
churches, most of which were well fill- 


-ed. The most noticeable gathering, as 


was expected, was at Music Hall, where 
the Rev. Mr. Murray began his unsec- 
tarian church enterprise, in the presence 
of one of the largest audiences ever 
gathered in this popular place of resort. 
The attendance was so large that many 
thousands were turned away unable to 
gain admission beyond the corridors. 
The preacher looked down upon a dense 
throng of interested hearers, and at his 
back was a well trained chorus of some 
250, under the direction of Prof. Eben 
Tourjee. The service of praise was 
grandly rendered. The chorus was ad- 
mirably selected. Mr. Murray, after a 
fervent invocation and prayer, proceed- 
ed to deliver his sermon, from the text 
John xvii: 21: “That they all may be 
one; as thou, Fathemart in me and I 


- in thee, that they also may be one in us; 
_ that the world may believe that thou 


hast sent me.”” Said the preacher: ‘At 
a time when, outwardly at least, the 
Church is broken up into fragments;

The 
attractions of the Bible class and Sun- 
day-school service for the afternoon were 
set forth by several gentlemen, but the 
preponderance of opinion seemed to be 
decidedly in favor of holding two 
preaching services on the Lord’s day. 
Some gentlemen asserted that the giving 
up a second service would serve as a 
precedent for giving up the first service, 
and 80 prove an entering wedge to de- 
stroy the sacredness of the Sabbath. 
The idea that the preachers are unable 
to preach two, sermons a day ‘was pro- 
nounced absurd; and the Rev. Reuen

you.” The Son of God here summarizes 
the duty of his disciples towards one an- 
other in one command—/ove, sacrificial 
love; not love. as sentiment or emo- 
tion, but such love as he has for them, 
in making sacrifice for their good. If 
they have such love, this will prompt 
them to the fulfilling of all duty to one 
another, as “ love is the fulfilling of the 
law ”"—not in itself, but as leading to 
its fulfillment. 
Vs. 13. ‘Greater love hath no man 
than this, that a man lay down his life 
for his friends.” This is the rule and lim- 
it of love among men, but not of our 
Savior’s love, unless we extend the 
meaning of the word “friends.” He 
has just told his disciples that he has 
this one command for them, to love one 
another as he has loved them—that is, 
with a sacrificial love, with a kind of 
love that would not shrink, if need were, 
to lay down life for one another. And 
now over against this love, which men 
in rare instances may illustrate, is the 
fact that Christ lays down his life for 
men, while they have no feeling of 
friendship to him, while they are, in 
fact, enemies to him. Thereforg, when 
our Savior includes himself, as he seems 
to do, in his great condescension, in the 
rule, ‘‘ Greater love hath no man than 
this, that a man lay down his life for his 
friends,” we see in the back-ground this 
wonderful and gracious thought, that 
he is pleased, in his great and matchless 
love, to consider all the world for which 
he dies-friends and enemies alike—as 
friends. He takes all into his faithful, 
loving bosom, at the time, as friends. 
The difference between him and some 
other rare persons is, that while they 
die only for those who have shown them- 
selves friendly, he counts those as friends 
who have still shown themselves un- 
friendly, and-dies-for them as his friends. 
In this way we see the harmony between 
this passage and Rom. v: 7-8: “ For 
scarcely for a righteous-man will one 
die; yet peradventure for a good man 
some would even dare to die. But God 
commendeth his love toward us, in that, 
while we were yet sinners, Christ died 
for us.” We were, in fact, “ yet sin- 
ners”?; but in the loving heart of 
Christ we were looked upon as friends. 
We have here a glimpse of the same 
wonderful love as led Jesus on the cross 
to pray for his crucifiers, “ Lord, forgive 
them, for they know not what they do.” 
Vs.14. “Ye are my friends, if ye 
do whatsoever I command you.” Jesus 
has just shown, most emphatically, that 
he is their friend, and now he states the 
condition on which they can attest their 
friendship to him. If they try to please

give unmistakable evidence of this. 
Actions prove friendship.. We cannot

vine friendship. It is the peculiarity and 
glory of the religion of Christ, in con- 
trast with all other religions, that it. 
brings loving and obedient disciples into 
tender and sympathetic friendly inter- 
course with their Divine Master. 

Vs. 16. The origin of this friendship 
is not in the disciples. It does not be- 
gin with them, by their chodsing him, 
but it begins by his choosing them. 
And Christ contemplates, in choosing 
them, all the blessings and fruits of dis- 
cipleship, all its remote outworkings. 
Some of them he specifies, as that they 
should bear fruit, and leave lasting 
fruit-bearing influences behind them, 
and that whatever they shall ask the 
Father in his name, he may give them. 
“ Ye have not chosen me, but I have cho- 


-sen you, and ordained you, that ye should 


go and bring forth fruit, and that your 
fruit should remain: that whatsoever ye 
shall ask the Father in my name, he may 
give it you.’ “In my name” This 
shows the limit to the promise. Asking 
in the name of Christ is not using his 
name in the asking, merely, but it is 
asking in the spirit of Christ as his rep- 
resentative—one whom he commissions 
to act for him and in his name. This 
excludes all selfish, worldly, unChrist- 
like asking, and hence everything con- 
trary to the will of God. Now, this 
blessing of effectual prayer, and all the 
other...blessings. of discipleship, were 
among the objects which Christ has in 
mind when he calls his disciples. He 
contemplates the whole scope and reach 
of the good that is to follow to them. 


Vs. 17. ‘“*These things I command 
you, that ye love one another.” The 
parting injunctions which Christ lays 
upon the disciples have this object: to 
make them love one another. This 
coming round, again and again, as Christ 
does, to the subject of mutual love, 
shows the importance of it in his mind, 
and the prominence we should give it 
in life. 

Vs. 18. The Savior, however, does 
not promise his followers unalloyed hap- 
piness.. He reminds them that they may 
expect trouble from the world. But if 
they do, they must remember that he, 


their Master and Friend, had the same 


experience before them, and not be cast 
down. “Jf the world hate you, ye know 
thatit hated me before it hated you,” 
Vs. 19. There is a reason for this 
want of sympathy and for this ill will. 
The world loves ‘‘its own.” It does not 
love that which separates itself from it 
and claims to have a different and high- 
er ‘spirit. It feels rebuked by such 
claim, and finds revenge by hating 
those who make it; and this feeling is 
stronger in proportion as those who 
make the claim are in reality raised to 
a higher plane of life. The world, as 
such, does not like the spectacle of holy 


living, and of a kingdom of God on 


earth; and this hostility is aggravated 
by the fact that the followers of Christ 
are committed to the work of reducing 
the world and turning it to Christ. We 
have here the philosophy of the hate of 


the good by the world. “Jf ye were of past 
-the-enarld, the world would love his own ; 


but because ye AF not of the world, but I 
have chosen you out of the world, there- 
fore the world hateth you.” 

This lesson brings out for our choice 
two friendships—that of Christ and that 
of the world. Mark the difference be- 
tween them. Christ as friend is able to 
help, present to help, and willing to 
help. His friendship is constant, relia- 
ble, never betrays nor deserts in the time 
of calamity and greatest need, and al- 
ways helps to something higher, purer, 
more blessed. The. world as friend is

But it is not motives 
reminiscences, dear as they are to many 
a heart, that, in this practical age and 
in this practical city of the world, have 
brought us together from month to 
month. It is, that we have heard, 
through the busy bum of this busy life, 
the “still small voice” of our Savior— 
that voice that has caught the listening 
ear of so many of his followers through 
the ages past—Go ye into all the 
world’; “teach all nations.”

That 
conception rests upon that view of man 
which makes him spirit and soul and 
body. Death for man consists in a real 
separation of spirit and soul, the spirit 
going to heaven or hell, and the soul re- 
maining on earth, to be reunited with 
the spirit at last. Rev. H. M. Dean has 
been making an examination of the 
question, How far the New Testament 
writers endorse the Septuagint? and 
one of the several conclusions to which 
he arrives is, that he finds “no decisive 
proof that they ever intended to quote 
the Septuagint version.” In ‘“ The Re- 
cent Critical Testament of the Psalter,” 
several fresh books on the Psalms are 
noticed by Rev. G. F. McCurdy, of 
Princeton, N. J. Hon. John D. 
Baldwin, formerly Member of Congress 
from the Worcester District, contributes 
from his favorite antiquarian researches 
some facts relating to the early British 
and Irish churches, which do not help 
the claims put forth by Roman Catholic 
writers. Prof. L.S. Potwin has takén 
pains to give a list of words in New 
Testament Greek borrowed from the 
Latin, with suggestive comments. Pres. 
Bascom, in a paper on “Consciousness,” 
champions the view which he has taught 
in his previous volumes, that conscious- 
ness is one of the intuitive or regulative 
ideas. Rev. Selah Merrill, of the Pales- 
tine exploration, notices the recent 
Assyrian discoveries. The lecture which 
Joseph Cook has delivered in several pla- 
ces, on the ‘Decline of Rationalism in the 
German Universities” isalso a part of the 
wealth of this number. To these are to 
be added a considerable review by Dr, 
Pond, of Bangor, of old Dr. Burton’s 
Metaphysics, and rather brief notices of 
books, the whole making an unusually 
valuable number of a review which has 
been ordinarily very rich for all thought- 
ful students of theology. The New 
Englander (W.L. Kingsley, New Ha- 
ven, Ct.) has given a good deal of atten- 
tion to the evolution metaphysics, or 
metempirics. Mr. Lyell Adams, United 
States Consul at Malia, has written sev- 
eral chapters heretofore. The first arti- 
cle before us is from his pen “ On the 
Value of Empirical Generalization.” 
We have discussed also ‘“ Opportuni- 
ties for Culture in the Christian Minis- 
try,” “Liquor and Legislation,” ‘Notes 
on Steinthal,” “ The Platonic Theory of 
Ideas,” ‘A Substitute for the Caucus.’’ 
As in the Andover quarterly, an ex-Con- 
gressman shows himself a careful student 
of church history, so in this New Haven 
quarterly we find Hon. Ashbel Smith, 
of Texas, joining issue with an eminent 
philologist in an examination of the 
question, whether Do Penance”? repre- 
sents the original Greek word of which 
it professes to be a translation. We 
have also, for entertainment and instruc- 
tion, a “ History of the Cardiff Giant 
Hoax,” and a notice of Mr. Thornton’s 
showing of the indebtedness of the Eng- 
lish commonwealth to the New England 
men. The book notices are not quite so 
full as usual. The Congregational 
Quarterly (Am. Congregational Union, 
Boston) has a portrait of Hon. David 
Choate, with sketch. Rev. John G. 
Hale gives an exegesis of Gen, 49: 22— 
26.. Rev. Moses K. Cross discusses 
“Dogma and Liberalism,” with Swing 
and Murray for illustrations. Rev. A. 
H. Ross tells us who may administer the 
sacraments; and Rey. S. B. Goodenow 
what to do with absent members, while 
Rev. Henry A. Hazen has a painstaking 
account of the churches and ministry of 
New, Hampshire, which includes lists of 
the ministers who have served the Con- 
gregational and Presbyterian Churehes 
of that State. The necrology, and 
other statistical matter, are full of inter- 
est. The proprietor promises some new 
features for the coming year. This 
quarterly, which is indispensable to one 
who would be intelligent concerning his 
own denominational affairs, is to be had 
for $2.10. In addition to the above 
three, we receive Zhe Southern Review 
(Baltimore, Bledsoe & Herrick), pub- 
lished under the auspices of the M. E. 
South churches. Dr. Bledsoe is almost 
as much of an autocrat in these pages 
as Dr. Brownson has been so long in his 
now suspended review. But he makes 
the chips fly wherever he is. There. are 


papers in the present number on “ The 


Ninth of Romans,” reviewing Dr. Hodge; 
on “The Times of George III;” ‘ Ba- 
con’s Philosophy;” “New France and 
her New England Historians ;” an ap- 
preciative notice.of the charming narra- 


‘tives of Francis Parkman; “ Termites 9g 


“James Russell Lowell.”. The writer 
notices Prof. Wilkinson’s elaborate 
criticism upon Mr. Lowell,.and thinks 
they are too fault-finding in general, 
and exhibit some personal feeling. It is 
pleasant to see, in so rankly Southern a 
review as this rejoices in being, so hearty 
a recognition of Mr. Lowell’s merit, des- 
pite the fact that Mr. Lowell was so 
thorough and even biting an Abolitionist: 
‘‘ Lowell is, in our opinion, the first of 
America’s poets, and among the first of 
her prose writers,” 


mMs.—The Oxford University Press 
has published the smallest Bible ever is- 
sued. It is printed on a tough India 
paper, of extreme thinness; measures 
44 by 22 by 4 inches; weighs, when 
bound in limp morocco, less than 33 
ounces; and can be sent by mail for a 
penny. The literary and theological 
remains of the late Bishop Thirlwall 
have been entrusted to the editorial care 
of Canon Perowne, and they will be 
published this autumn.—There is to 
be a new edition of Professor Jowett’s 
“Plato.”? The new edition will, for con- 
venience, be in five volumes instead of 
four. The translation has been care- 


fully revised throughout, and the intro- | 


ductions have been in many cases al- 


most new

be published by Sheldon & Co. 


“EDUCATIONAL. 


AnoturR Universiry.—A dispatch 
from Evansville, Ind., states that Wil- 
lard Carpenter, of that city, yesterday 
filed articles of association for the en- 
dowment of a great educational institu- 
tion to be established in that city. The 
deeds will settle $500,000 on the insti- 
tution, and Mr. Carpenter declares that, 
after it shall have been established, he 
will make a further gift of $200,000. 
Mr. Carpenter is an old man with a 
small family. His wealth is estimated 
at $2,000,000. 


VANDERBILT CANONIZED. — Vander- 
bilt University has been duly inaugu- 


rated in Tennessee. The following scene 
occurred, which sounds most extraordi- 


nary to us who came to California in 
Vanderbilt’s ‘old tubs”: Dr. Deems, 
of the Church of the Strangers, New 
York, then delivered; an eloquent ad- 
dress, and said that, while speaking, 
he had received the following dispatch 
from Mr. Vanderbilt: “Peace and 
good will to all men.”” (Immense ap- 
plause.) Then gazing a few moments 
on an elegant life-size portrait of Com. 
modore Vanderbilt he said: ‘‘ Corne- 
lius, thy prayer is heard, and thine alms 
are had in remembrance in the sight of 
God.” (Great applause.) 3 


College, 
after years of struggle, has at last 
reached a cash endowment of a little 
over $200,000, which is now mostly 
productive at ten per cent. The income 
last year was about $18,000, which 
secures the pay of the faculty. The 
buildings and grounds are valued at 
$100,000. The present financial condi- 
tion is due almost entirely to the labors 
and sacrifices of David Preston, Esq., 
banker, of Detroit. 


ReExicion Micnigan UNIVERSITY. 
—Rev. F. T. Brown, D.D., has within 
six months become the pastor of the 
Presbyterian Church in Ann Arbor. 
He writes to the Presbyterian: ‘ The 
President, Dr. Angell, a most pleasant 
and accomplighed gentleman, is an 
earnest evangelical member of the Con- 
gregational Church. Of the fifty Pro- 
fessors, twenty-nine certainly are mem- 
bers of evangelical churches; nine (most- 
ly new appointments of the past sum- 
mer) are unknown; eight are members 
of evangelical congregations, but not 
church members ; three are of no relig- 
ion, and one isa Roman Catholic.. If, 
as is probable, two-thirds, at least, of 
the “nine unknown” are members of 
evangelical churches or congregations, 
the total of this class is forty-four, cer- 
tainly a most encouraging showing for 
a State University. And many, if not 
most of the Professors who are church 
members, are zealous Christians in the 
churches with which they are connected. 
I heard President Angell’s Baccalaure- 
ate discourse at the Literary Commence- 
ment in June, and a more manly, out- 
spoken, christian address on such an oc- 
casion I never heard. The University 
has its chapel for morning prayers. Of 
the 1,200 students in attendance last 
year, a large number were members of 
churches, and members of the Christian 
Association of the University, in the 
principal building of which there is a 
large furnished’ Christian Association 
room. Much the largest number of 
church members among the Professors 
are Congregationalists ; but the Method- 


ists, Baptists, Episcopalians, and Pres- 
‘byterians are'well represented. One of 
the Professors, Dr. Jackson, is a ruling

Tae Grey Nuns Law.—The N. Y. 
Observer calls attntion to the following 
bill passed by the last legistatiue body of 
New York State, in favor of the Grey 
Nuns. It shows the craft of the Rom- 
anists: ‘* Secrion 1. Chapter 324 of the 
laws of 1871, entitled, ‘ An Act to in- 
corporate The Sisterhood of Grey Nuns 
in the State of New York,’ passed April 
6th, 1871, is hereby amended by adding 


| thereto as follows: 


“Sec. 7. The said corporation is hereby 
authorized to grant diplomas and honor- 
ary testimonials, in such form, and under 
such regulations as its Board of Trustees 
may determine, to any person who shall 
have or may hereafter be graduated aT 
any Seminary of learning of said cor- 
poration located within this State ; and 
ANY SUCH GRADUATE to whom a diploma 
may be awarded, may file such diploma, 
or a duplicate thereof, in the Depart- 
ment of Public Instruction, and the Sup- 
erintendent of Public Instruction may 
thereupon, in his discretion, issue a cer- 
tificate tothe’ effect that such graduate 
IS A QUALIFIED TEACHER of the Common 
schools of this State.”

We hope the few visitors now among 
us, as well as our own people, will not 
be unmindful of the season, nor forget- 
ful of the warm, serene, and beautiful 
weather of nearly all this month of Oc- 
tober, whose days have been so full of 
dreamy fascinations and delicious lan- 
guors, without any accompanying inju- 
ries or baleful results. The coast region 
of the state is in better than the usual 
health of thé autumn, and we judge 
that the interior is less pervaded by mal)- 
arias than it has sometimes been at this 
season of the year. The usual sprink- 
lings of rain have visited some parts of 
the state, but not around the Bay. A 
year ago we were troubled with strange 
electrical disturbances, but this year has 
been without a ripple, or a surcharged 
cloud. “ The lines are fallen to us in 
pleasant places.” 


More interest was felt in the judicial 
election of last week than we had pre- 


_ viously supposed. The number voting 


was about one-third less than on the 1st 
of September. Prof. Carr, the Repub- 
lican candidate for Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, has been elected by 
about 7,000 majority. Charges of bad 
faith in office were made a few days 
before the election, against Dr. Fitzger- 
ald, which caused him a loss of many 
votes in this city and the vicinity, but 
we think he would have been defeated, 
had those charges not been made, though 
by a smaller majority. In this city all 
the old judgesin nomination but one 
were re-elected, irrespective of political 
leanings. So it seems to have been with 
the candidates in all other parts of the 
gtate. An election more quiet and or-: 
-derly was never knownanywhere. How 
good it is to have every election day a 
- holiday, and to have all bars and saloons 
closed every such day! Long live so- 
‘briety ! 


Few of us have ever been there, but 
~all of us have heard something of the 
“*Big-tree” region, further south than 
‘the two groves of Calaveras and Mari- 
posa, whither so many tourists have gone. 
It is thus that Mr. John Murr, the ex- 
_plorer, introduces us to a part of the 
unvisited realm, which is more than a 
reflex. of all the glories of the ancient 
Lebanon. ‘ Less than a mile from the 
southern extremity of this forest we en-| 
ter the so-called King’s river Grove, 
which extends southward to the summit 
of the Kaweah divide. Descending the 
rugged south slopes of this divide we at 
once find ourselves in forests that are 
still more perfectly ruled by King Se- 
quoia. Immediately to the south of 
Hyde’s mill the crest is crowned with a 
close continuous growth of the finest 
big trees I had ever seen; their noble 
‘forms exquisitely outlined on the blue 
sky, while all the slopes leading from 
the very bottom of the cafion are 
densely forested with the same exuber- 
-ant growth. The finely curved, dome- 
‘like summits of almost every tree are 
seen rising regularly above one another 
-in most imposing majesty. \\ Beyond this 
4irst Kaweah forest we descend into 
what is called Redwood Canyon, whose 
-glopes upon both sides are densely tim- 
bered with sequoia, while the noble 
“sugar-pine and fir are hushed and hidden 
‘as if not one were present. Between 
Redwood Cajion and the giant forest 
there are numerous ridges and hollows 
subordinate to the main cafions of the 
North and Middle Forks, each of which 
bears a portion of the more or less con- 
tinuous belt as it stretches indefinitely 
southward, waving and wrinkling to the 
complicated topography of the basin. 


Beyond this ragged belt, upon the broad 
divide separating Marble creek from the 


Middle Fork, we find the Giant Forest 
extending from the granite headlands, 
overlooking jthe hot foothills back to 
‘within a few miles of cool glacier fount- 


ains, a distance of six or seven miles, 
The-width of the forest: varies from one 
to two or three miles, and the height 
above sea level from 5 ,000 ree 8,- 
000 feet.” 


“Our suggestion would therefore be, 
that such a portion of the criminals con- 
victed from day to day, as’ might be 
found available, should be turned over 


| to boards of surgeons and physicians, 


duly appointed, under whom they might 
be used for the investigation of sanitary 
problems, for the good of humanity. 
‘For example, men convicted of cap- 
ital crimes, instead of being uselessly 


-| hanged, might be employed in the study 


of diseases usually fatal, or of other dis- 
eases whose effects in their various stages 
would need to be studied anatomically. 
Especially atrocious murderers might be 
reserved for cases involving vivisection. 
Criminals of lower grades could be ut- 
ilized in the study of diseases of minor 
severity, according to their physical 
adaptation and the nature of their crime. 
Having their subjects under . absolute 
control from the inception of a disease to 
its termination, the investigators could 
not fail in time to arrive at certain 
knowledge both as to its prevention and 
mitigation, if not its cure. Medicine is 
full of problems whose solution ea 
be greatly hastened by such means.’ 
These suggestions are of the same tenor 
as others in a long article in a recent 
number of the Scientific American. We 
regard the suggestions as more scientific 
and utilitarian than humane; and it pre- 
supposes that all the benefit of hanging 
a criminal consists in taking his life, no 


matter how or under what sanctions it. 


is done, Now we propose, that scien- 
tists furnish their own “martyrs.” ° In 
every large community there are men 
engaged in scientific speculations And 
experiments who will never amount to 
anything if they live to the age of Methus- 
elah. Let such be selected for vivisec- 
tion and other experiments and let them 
volunteer to make their lives an offering 
to the good of fellow’ men. 
not ? 


“JT went to Wiesbaden, and looked 
with a mixture of sadness and prema- 
ture wisdom at the scenes of my former 
folly,’ wrote Bismarck to his wife in 
4851. “ Ifonly it would please God to fill 
up with clear.strong wine the vessel in 
which at 21 the muddy champagne of 
youth frothed up to so little purpose! 

* “* How many of those with whom 
I flirted and drank and gambled are now 
under the ground! What changes my 
views of life have undergone in the 14 
years that have elapsed since that time, 
each in its turn seeming to me the cor- 
rect one ; how much that I then thought 
great now appears small; how much 
now seems honorable which I then des- 
pised! How much fresh foliage may 


still grow out of our inner man, giving | 


shade, rustling in the wind, becoming | 
worthlien and faded, before inothier four. | 
teen years are passed, before 1865, if 
only welive solong! I cannot imagine 
how a man who thinks at all about him. 
self, and yet refuses to hear anything: 
about God, can endure life without wear-. 
iness and self-abhorrence. I can’t 


think how I endured it formerly, if I | 


had to live now as then, without God, 
without you, without children—I don’t 
know why I shoul’d not throw off this 
life like a dirty shirt ; and yet, most of 
my acquaintances are so, and live their 
lives.” The great chancellor has had 
a grand development, no doubt, and has 
risen to a place*of which he did not 
dream. But many lives bave as pure 
and as rich a development as his, which 
are not so grand. Men often sigh over 
their lost youth, when, in fact, it was 
green and sourenough. Often it is not 
till men are fifty or sixty that their 
character gets its richness, fullness, and 
flavor. Youth isnot to be despised, but 
maturity is that which we should admire, 
honor, and love. 


Not many weeks ago we listened, for 
a couple of hours, to a discussion by a 
dozen well-informed and well-educated 
gentlemen, of the bearing of viniculture 
on the practice of temperance. A 
number of them held that the very gen- 
eral use of light wines in certain coun- 
tries, such as Italy, France, and Spain, 
where there is almost no drunkenness, ex- 
cept in large cities, was the cause of the 
general temperateness of the inhabitants. 
Hence, they argued, that if, in this coun- 
try, we could get such wines into gen- 
eral use, drunkenness would disappear, or 
become greatly diminished. But, it was 
said in reply, those countries may be 
temperate, in spite of the fact of the 
general use of light wines, by reason of 
climate, of race, of habit, of poverty, or 
of other local causes. It was said again, 
that those people were accustomed to 
highly-flavored, aromatic, yet light wines 
containing scarcely more than 7 per 
cent. of alcohol, which produced no 


thirst for distilled spirits of a more de. 
structive sort. “But, it was replied, that 
in France, at least, much brandy was 
distilled, and many seductive “liqueurs” 
manufactured and consumed ; so that 
wines did not satisfy. any but the work- 
ing people and the peasantry. 
further said that the experiment was yet 
to be fairly tried in California. Hither- 
to we have made none but strong, hot, 


people either would not use, or found to 
be more or less deleterious. We must 
raise different grapes, make lighter, more 
fragrant, better flavored wines which 
people would like, would find satisfying, 
and would neverabuse. But, it wasre- 
plied, the change will not come about 
of itself; the money of the vivicultur- 


and they will not soon make any great 
changes; meanwhile these hot and heady |, 
wines are spoiling the tastes, appetites, | 
and habits of many of those that use 
them. 

Something like this was the friendly 
discussion of those who really desired to 
be informed and guided, in a matter of 
such grave importance to the social life, 
and to the industrial affairs of the state, 
For our own part, we are satisfied that 
the common use of such wines as are 
now made, and are likely to be made in 
this state, will be injurious to those who 
use them and will utterly fail to be of any 
public benefit. During the first half 
century of our national Ife, the people 
of the Eastern and Middle States made 
the experiment of the general use of 
cider, of cider sweet and sour, soft and 
hard. The result was that cider Jed on 
to cider-brandy and to New England 
rum, and to an ever increasing amount 
of drunkenness. The last half century 
has been a constant struggle with that 
drunkenness. The struggle has at last 
become a reform and a triumph, meas- 
urably. It seems to us thatif we induce 
our people to use such wines as are made 
here, which are quite as full of intoxi- 
cating properties as cider ever was, we 
shall fall into the condition in which our 
country was fifty years ago, and shall 
sadly need a reformation. Ipdeed, as 
a people, we are even now excessive con- 
sumers of imported and manufactured 
wines, beers, and distilled liquors. We 


day. And our fear is, that the use of 
our California wines, or of any other 
wines, instead of saving any of our peo- 
ple from drunkenness, will, rather, aggra- 
vate the appetite for strong liquors, 
which are already our bane and curse. 
We entreat all lovers of men and friends 
of the commonwealth, to pause and con- 
sider long and well what they do, when 
they advise people to begin the use of

We are to bear fruit, my brethren ;

Our own comfort 
and peace are not to be our chief and 
final objects. Fruigfulness is to be our 
grand controlling endeavor and aspira- 
tion. To this end the Lord lavishes his 
culture upon us, pruning and purging 
his branches that they may bear more 
fruit, dashing our earthly hopes, derang- 
ing our earthly sehemes, removing 
earthly idols—all, that we maybe freer 
and more unincumbered in his service.
